WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The contro- 
versy over army and navy aviation pol- 
icies and the usefulness of battleships 
against aircraft had important develop- 
‘ments today.

Shauffler Jr., Lieutenant Colonel of the 
Army Air Service Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, that. during the 1923 bombing 
tests on the warships Virginia and New 
Jersey off Cape Hatteras, Admiral 
Shoemaker changed a statement that 
was to have been issued over the name 
of Gereral Pershing on the effect of 
the bombing, the Admiral having de- 
clared: 

“It’s true, every bit of it, but, my 
God, we can’t. let this get out or it 
would ruin the navy.”’ 3

propriations of $17,000,000 for comple- 
tion of work on naval airplane car- 
riers and new airplanes for these car- 
riers, and $13,000,000, for modernizing 
six battleships and construction of eignt 
cruisers and six gunboats, The esti- 
miates for carriers, lack of which had 
been criticized by Brig.

Rickenbacker Praises Mitchell. 


_ Captain Edward V. Rickenbacker, who 
was the army’s leading ace in the war, 
also was a witness before the House 
committee today. He praised Brig. Gen. 
Mitchell, the storm centre of the con- 
_troversy, and related what he, the wit- 
ness, believed were the country’s avia- 
tion needs, declaring flatly that Gen- 
eral Mitchell should be retained in his 
present position in the Army Air Ser- 
vice,

the Aircraft Committee. The first was 
written by himself Feb. §, to Repre- 
sentative McKenzie, Chairman of the 
Hous Military Affairs Cémmittee, and 
contained the charge against Admiral 
Shoemaker. The other “was a. letter 
written to cotone! Shauffler,. Feb. , 10, 
by Lester B. Gardner of New York, pub- 
lisher of the Aviation Magazine, in sup- 
port of Colonel Shauffler’s statements. 
The aircraft investigating committee 
probably will call Admiral Shoemaker 
to reply to the charges, 

Colonel Shauffler’s letter to Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie follows: 


Dear Mr. McKenzie: | 

I should like to bring to your atten- 
tion, during the controversy between 
the army and navy concerning the 
Curry bill, a little incident that oc- 
curred during the bombing tests off 
Cape Hatteras about two years ago 
this coming Summer. 

After the Virginia had been sunk, 
within a very few minutes after hav- 
ing been struck by heavy bombs 
dropped from the airplanes flown by 
army pilots, Mr. Gardner of the Avia- 
tion Magazine, wrote a statement to 
be issued by General Pershing con- 
cerning this bombing.

I happened to be sitting on the up- 
per deck on a life preserver box in 
civilian: clothes when this statement 
was brought to Admiral Shoemaker, 
I believe, by a junior officer of the 
navy construction corps, and I hap- 
pened to overhear the following con-.

Junior officer: “Sir, -here is a state-

such armament reductions as an arma- 
ment conference would impose. ~ 

According to information reaching the 
League of Nations, many Governments 
‘are: giving more emphasis to arbitration 
and security as goals~ desirable for 
achievement in themselves, without any 
reference to an immediate cutting down 
of armaments. The argument of these 
Governments is akin to that used by 
some of the European countries in the 
opium conference, which have declared 
that if the world can set up a water- 
tight system for the suppression of traf- 
fic in opium and dangérous drugs, thus 
throttling the demand, then the supply 
or growth of opium and the manufac- 
ture of narcotics necessarily will be 
lessened. 

Similarly in the case of disarmament, 
it is argued that once the nations ac- 
cept the policy of compulsory arbitra- 
tion and elaborate some system of ge- 
curity and mutual assistance, the com- 
pelling urgency of extensive navies and

A young woman, believed by the po- 
lice to have been treated redently for 
insanity,, shot and seriously wounded 
Miss Elsie Holzman, a medical student 
of the New York University « 
School, last night in Miss Holzman’s 
room in the Junior League Hotel for 
Girls at 541 East Seventy-eighth Strec 

The police believed last night the young 
woman who did the shooting might have 
jumped into the Hast River, which is 
near by, or that she was wandering the 
streets, mentally deranged and carrying 
a loaded revolver. A general alarm was 
sent out for her. 

About 200 of the 340 girls living in the 
hotel were in the building and were 
thrown into wild excitement ‘shortly 
after the dinner hour when three shots 
were heard on the sixth floor. They 
were followed by screams from Miss 
Holzman, who had been wounded in the 
right arm and the back. 

Though desperatety wounded, she man- 
aged to crawl from her room several feet 
along a corridor to the stairway. She 
made her way to a landing on 
the fifth floor, where she was found 
by. Miss Van Alystene, an attendant.

Many Bona Fide Gomplaints. 


Yesterday’s demonstrations against 
vice followed a large number of bona 
fide complaints, mingled with - other 
complaints which are suspected of being 
inspired by the motive of causing morbid 
public, interest in certain shows which 
were previously on the verge of failing 
for lack of patronage. 

Practically all previous efforts to bet- 
ter the stage, according to John 8S. 
Sumner, have accomplished nothing ex- 
cept the advertisement, and consequent 
prolonged runs, of a few bad plays. 
This he attributes to poor methods of 
reformers. 

“The New York stage, as a whole, is 
worse today than it has ever been be- 
fore in its history,” hé said. 

“It is so bad that, I believe, public 
opinion will turn against it, and unless 
officials find some way to cleanse the 
New York theatre at once, a move will 
be made to obtain drastic action by the 
New York Legislature. 

“The difficulty is that the law is now 
}construed as preventing any one from 
taking summary action. The prosecu- 
tion of an immoral. play is a_ long- 
drawn-out process, involving great ad- 
vertisement for ‘the play -and, even if 
found guilty, ridiculously inadequate 
punishment.

Speotal to The New York Times, 
CHICAGO, Feb.:13.—Armour & Co., 
one of the “Big Four’’ packing 
houses, will be owned by a large body 
of investors and will cease to be a

third of the total stock holdings. of J. 
Ogden Armour will be bought by the 
banking group which conducted the 
financial reorganization of the firm two 
years ago, and then offered publicly to 
inveStors. Later.on, and as market con- 
ditions favor, further offerings of stock 
will be made. 

The eqmmon stock capitalization of 
Armour & Co., is practically  $100,- 
000,000, divided into 2,000,000 shares of 
Class A and the same number of Class* 
B stares, both of $25 par value. Prac- 
tically all of this stock is owned by 
Mr. Armour and members of his 
family. _ ; 

In the working out of financial diffi- 
culties bankers arranged an option to 
purchase the bulk of .Mr. Armour’s 
holdings within five years. They are 
now understood to have taken between 
600,000 and 700,000 shares each of the 
Class A and Class B shares under this 
option and will arrange a syndicate to 
offer the Class A shares around $23 and 
the Class B shares around $14 a share, 

The Class A shares are entitled to a 
preferential dividend of $2.a year, after 
which both classes of stock share equal- 
ly in any distribution of earnings.

BOOTLEG GANG SUSPECTED 


; 


Shot in Encounter With 
Smugglers. 


_ The military authorities at Fort Han- 
_cock, Sandy Hook, N. J., were mystified 
yesterday -by the murder of ‘Private Isa- 
dore Dunsky, whose body was discov- 
ered on Thursday in an improvised 

grave in the sand dunes more than a 
mile from the army post. 

Dunsky, who was 41 years old and had 
been in the army for’ fourteen years, 
disappeared on Dec. 20 last. He was 
seen for the last time about 3 o'clock 
that afternoon, walking alone toward 
the lonely spot by the sea where his 
body has now been found. 
yoWhen his body was dug up from its 
shallow, two-foot tomb in the sand, it 
was found that he had been shot three 
jimes. There was a bullet near the 
heart, another in the left. shoulder and 
a third in the left temple. All were 
in the front .of. his body,.so that he 
must have been facing his murderer at 
the time of the shooting. . The bullets 
were from a .45-calibre pistol. This is 
a calibre used by the army, but it is 
also a favorite with bootlegger3 and 
other criminals whose life-or-death ac- 
tivities demand weapons of heavy 
calibre. 

‘The soldier’s pistol was found in its 
‘holster, fully loaded. His uniform and 
the rest of his,equipmient were on the 
body except his military overcoat. He 
“was wearing the coat when last séen, 
but it had disappeared when his body 
was recovered from the sand. 


No Clue to the Murderer. 


Nothing wasefound in or near the sol- 
dier’s grave to give any clue to the 
identity of his murderer, or to the cir- 
cumstances of the crime. There was 
nothing to show whether. the shooting 
had occurred at the place where the 
body was buried, or whether there had 
been a struggle between the soldier 
and his slayer. 

The place where the bédy was found 
is part of the military reservation, 
which is six miles long, but it is seldom 
used for any military. purposes. The 
spot is three hundred yards from the 
beach, near what is known as the 
Spermacetti Cove, and is in the centre 
ef a brush-covered clearing in: some 
scrub pines. A footpath runs across 
the scene, leading in one direction to 
the beach, and in the other to the main 

‘road, a quarter of a mile away. The 
nearest habitation is the army post, 
more than a mile away, and it is not 
regarded .as ‘surprising that no one saw 
or heard anything of the tragedy until 
the body was discovered. 
~ It is exactly the kind of spot, with its 
quiet cove, its sheltering woods, foliage 
and underbrush and its seclusion from 
public gaze, that smugglers might use 
‘for landing contraband liquors from the 
vum-running fleet off the New Jersey 
‘coast. 


: Bumors of Bootleg Landing Parties. 


‘+ According to Colonel H. J. Watson, 
» executive officer at the army post, sus- 
“picion. has existed for some time that 


smugglers were landing bootleg liquor 
on unused parts of the army reserva- 

tion. He said that there was only. a 
small garrison of soldiers at the post, 
whereas there were many civilians in 
near-by coast towns who were reported 
to be of the class likely to participate in 
bootlegging expeditions. any stories

again. He was drawing away from his 
famous opponent as he broke the tape. 

Despite his defeat, Nurmi was cred- 
ited with lowering the track record-for 
the Syracuse University gymnasium. 
His time of 4:27 2-5 clipped three-fifths 
of a second off the former mark, set by 
Joie Ray of Chicago last year. 

Gottlieb, a twenty-one-year-old junior 
and captain of the Syracuse cross-coun- 
try team, ran the greatest mile race of 
his career against. the most famous 
opposition he has ever faced. When the 
Orange star put on'the burst that car- 
ried him past the blue-shirted Finnish 
racer the crowd. of several thousand, 
most of them fellow-students of the win- 
mer, gave a wild demonstration of eén- 
thusiasm.

Gottlieb had the smallest allowance of 
any of the half dozen Syracuse run- 
ners starting against Nurmi, and before 
half of the twelve-lap journey had been 
covered it was apparenat that the cross- 
country star was the only athlete likely 
to give the Finnish marvel any opposi- 
tion.

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CAMPAIGN FUNDS. 

Does it more stir humor or melan- 
choly to recall the passionate cries 
during the national campaign: about 
** slush funds " and “ plots to buy the 
@lection’’? Mr. FranNK P. WatsH 
almost outdid himself. Senator La 
FOLLETTE, more restrained than usual, 
saw a Republican campaign fund not 
bigger than it was by more than 
35,000,000 or $6,000,000. But he 
smelled. the enormous secret materials 
of “corruption ’’: ‘‘ We know more 
**than has yet been revealed to the 
“committee. We are hot on the trail 
“ and the public will know the hideous 
“truth, * * * We will continue 
“with the investigation until all the 
** facts are revealed, and the crime 
* against the life of the Government is 
*‘ brought home to the guilty.” Now 
Senator Borau, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Campaign Fund Committee, has 
made his report. It revéals nothing 
hideous except the long-patent fact 
that the hideous Republicans were able 
to collett even more money than they 
needed, while most, pocketbooks were 
closed to the virtuous Democrats and 
Progressives. 

Still, there is consolation for them in 
the thought, so touchingly expressed 
in behalf of the Democrats by the 
Director of Finance of the Democratic 

“National Committee, that every dollar 
of their scanty store was “an unself- 
ish, patriotic dollar.’’ This is a stand- 
ing peculiarity of campaign dollars. 

. Those of the losers are stainless. Those 
of the winners are loathsome bribes. 
Does the Borah committee make any 
valuable constructive suggestions for 
legislation? Apparently not. It favors 
the somewhat mechanical measure of 
Senator WaLsH of Massachusetts, re- 
stricting the campaign expenditures of 
candidates for Representative to 
$2,500, of candidates for Senator to 
$10,000, with permission to ladda to 
these figures an amount not exceeding 
8 cents apiece for all votes cast at the 
last regular election. Whatever the 
merits or defects of the Walsh Cor- 
rupt Practices act, it has no business 
in the Postal Pay Increase bill, into 
which the Senate once stuck it and 
seems ready to stick it again. 

The Borah committee concedes that 
campaign “expenditures should be 
“accommodated to some extent to the 
** size and population of the State or 
“ district,’’ but is pained by the raising 
of money in certain States to be shent 
in other States, and wants Congress 
seriously to consider legislation on the 
subject. A proposal for Federal ex- 
clusion of extra-State campaign con- 
tributions to a national campaign 
would seem to be hardly worthy of 
serious consideration outside of the 
People’s Legislative Council; but rich 
thought is always teeming in the mind 
of Congress. Senator Caraway, a 
member of the -committee and a 
** State Rights Democrat ” in theory, 
-ig a member of the Borah committee. 
What has become of his. proposal to 
have national campaigns controlled by 
and financed entirely by the Federal 
Government? 

Too much money is spent, and per- 
haps in a great degree ‘futilely spent, 

_on national campaigns; yet, as we re- 
member the testimony before the 
Borah committee, whatever suspicious 
or objectionable practices were dis- 
closed related to occasional methods 
of collection of the old school variety.

NOT ‘CONFISCATION. 

They are still disputing in Wash- 
ington over the position taken by 
President Coo.ipcs in regard to the 
return of German property sequestered 
in this country during’ the war. As 
the correspondents are debarred from 
quoting the President directly aiid tex- 
tually, it is a little hard to make out his 


] exact attitude. One thing he did make 


clear.. This is that he does not favor 
Senator Borah’s plan to return all 


— this property at once without regard 


to-the consequences, financial or other. 
Possibly the President seized upon the 
opportunity to let the country know, 


and delicately to convey it to the Idaho 


Senator himself, that Mr. Borau is not 


*| conducting the foreign policy of this 


Administration. 

In all the revived talk about the 
main question, too many have used 
words loosely. They have spoken of 
our Government as having “ confis- 
cated ’’ this alien German. property, 
and as being directly liable to make 
good its value to its original owners, 
if ifcdnnot be restored to them intact. 
But a little attention to the‘law of the 
ease and to treaty provisions’ would 
show that this view is mistaken. The 
Government really responsible to Ger- 
man nationals in ‘this country whose 
property, was seized is the German 
Government. It assumed that obliga- 
tion in the Versailles Treaty, and also 
in the separate treaty with the United 
States. What was done had been done 
many times before in treaties follow- 
ing the war. It was doné, for exam- 
ple, in our treaty with Spain after the 
war of 1898. . 

The point was raised by the Ger- 
mans at Paris, in 1919, but the reply 
made by the Allies, in which the Ger- 
mans acquiesced when they signed the 
treaty unchanged, was as follows: 

The method of using this property 
laid down by the treaty cannot be 
considered either in principle or in the 
method of its application as a measure 
of confiscation. Private German in- 

terests will only -be injured by the 
measures contemplated so far as Ger- 
many may decide that they shall be, 
since all the proceeds of Germany’s 
property will be carried to the credit 
of Germany, who is required to com- 
pensate her. own nationals, and will 
go to reduce her debt to the Allied 
and Associated Powers. 

Of _ course, Congress may, if it 
chooses, abandon the right to apply 
the German property to American 
claims. But it ought to have a per- 
fectly clear understanding of what it 
is doing. Senator BoRan is entirely 
willing* to hang | the expense and pay 
our own. claims out of taxation, if need 

be. Congress is no more likely to 
accept that plan than is the Adminis- 
tration. Nothing will be done in the 
present session of Congress. If the 
proposal is brought up in the next 
Congress, it ought to stand on its own 
merits, without the use of misleading 
language about what has been done or 
what should be.

SUBSIDIES AND DEBTS. 

Those who have not understood why 
some f Europeans speak of the inter- 
allied debts as “ political ’’—implying. 
that they thus stand on a basis dif- 
ferent from other debits—may gain a 
clearer idea of the meaning of this 
term if they will note the discussion 





Jon the debts now appearing in the 


Italian press. -Although some of the 
papers advoeate complete repudiation, 
others admit a distinction between 
the debts to England ahd France and 
those to the United States. This dis- 
tinction appears to-rest on the po- 
litical circumstances attending Italy’s 
entry into the war, and on -.occur- 
rences during the conflict and at and 
after the Peace Conference. The fact 
that ftaly, originally an ally of Ger- 
many, came in on the side of the 
Allies, and that while England and 
France divided up Germany’s colonies 
at the peace. table Italy received only 
Jubaland, and finally that Italy gave 
up a-large part of her. monetary 
claims on the States.of the old Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Empire—all of these 
facts are brought forward by the 
Italian press to show why Italy should 
not have to repay the sums which 
she borrowed from England and 
France. Others are added—such as 
Italy’s high tax rate—but these do 
not stress the political so much as 
the practical aspects of the problem. 

It should not be concluded from this 
that the Italian people are not in sym- 
pathy with the view that America 
ought to take over the’ interallied 
debts. But it does show that in the 
minds of Europeans valid political 
considerations can be brought forward 
which do not exist in the minds of 
Americans. It is interesting in this 
connection to recall the testimony of 
Mr. Oscar T. Crossy, formerly Assis- 
tant Secretary of the Treasury, in 
a letter published recently in Tue 
Times, wherein he referred to the 
negotiations with the Greek Govern- 
ment in which he had represented the 
Treasury Department. Mr. VENIZELOs, 
speaking for Greece, raised the point 
that previous credits extended by the 
Allies had been made “ with the un- 
‘‘ derstanding that: repayment might 
‘depend on. the political results of 
“* the war.’’ To “this Mr. Crossy re- 
plied that he was empowered to dis- 
cuSs only straight loans, . In this atti- 
tude he was, of course, upheld by the

A clear understanding ofall this, is 
essential if confusion is to be avoided in 
discussing the merits of the American 
and the European points of view. Al- 
though the distinction to many Ameri- 
cans seems like hairsplitting, to the 
Europeans it is important. Théy are, 
in fact, so impressed by it that. our 
attitude of looking upon the debts as 
debts appears to them to be. utterly 
sordid. They will learn better in time. 
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AN_INDISCREET: GENERAL. 

If General MrrcHe.t thinks “it is 
my duty’ to say that the United 
States Navy “is organized for defeat 
in the Atlantic ’* and would not have 
met chance. against any Asiatic Power 
in any way, shape or form,’’ he must 
regard himself as an authority upon 
the subject gmeater than his superiors 
in the sea ahd land services.. But he 
is not so considered in any quarter, 
not even by such advocates of ade- 
quate aviation as Major Gen. Pat- 
RICK, his chief in the-army, or Rear 
Admiral Morrzrr of the navy; or, to 
take two retired Admirals who aré as 
much concerned about the air arm as 
he is, Braptey A. Fiskm and W. F. 
FULLAM. 

General Mrrcrm. is an energetic 
flying officer with an excellent r. 3rd, 
and he has done good work in arous- 
ing the country to the importance of 
aviation as a factor in national de- 
fense; but his training and experience 
have not been of a character to exalt 
him aboye the General Staff of the 
Army or the General Board of the 
Navy as a judge of-the organization 
and efficiency of either the sea or the 
land service. Such talk from him to 
a committee of Congress as the fol- 
lowing was in extremely bad taste: 

Since the advent of air power we 

{the airmen] regard armies and na- 
vies, as institutions, as incapable of 
visioning the larger problem and 

either of enunciating what a_ mili- 

tary policy for the country should be 
or of giving to Congress the evidence 

on all Sides of this question vital to 
the country’s welfare. 

The implication was ridiculously un- 
fair to officers superior to General 
MircHELL who are charged with tHe |, 
duty of preparing the country for war. 
Speaking of Captain JOHNSON of the 
navy, who had charge of the bombing 


of the Ostfriesland by army aviators, | 


General MITCHELL told the committee 
that he was “ inclined to think that he 
* [JoHNsON] was taken to task for 
“permitting us to sink the ship.” 
What was the evidence? Only “ hear- 
say,’’ as General MITCHELL admitted. 
That is to say, he was insinuating bad 
faith on the part of the navy without 
any proof whatsoever. “I am told 
that one Admiral said,’’ and soon. If 
General ‘MITCHELL does not use more 
discretion in carrying on his campaign 
for aviation before the investigating 
committee, he will injure his cause and 
forfeit the respect of his supporters, 
besides inviting discipline by them.

GROWING PAINS IN. CENTRAL 
EUROPE. : 

Sunday’s Parliamentary elections in 
Yugoslavia did not break the deadlock 
between Premier PASHITCH, representa- 
tive of the policy of centralization, -and 
STEFAN RapitcH, champion of the 
federalist principle. The Pashitch Gov- 
ernment holds a slim and precarious 
majority in the new Chamber. It 
made a tactical blunder recently in 
arresting JRavITCcH, preparatory to 
bringing him to trial for high treason 
because of his_ flirtations with the 
Soviet Government. This seems to 
have helped the’return of RapitcH to 
Parliament with unimpaired strength. 


. The situation now confronting Yugo-| 


slavia, And in a minor degree Poland 
and Czechoslovakia, was not precisely 
foreseen by those who augured ill for 
the future of the Succession States. 
Predictions of downfall were based on 
** unjust” apnexations in the peace 
treaties. The inclusion*of large num- 
bers of Hungarians in the new Ru- 
mania, Yugoslavia and Czechoslovakia 
Was supposed to plant the seeds of 
future wars. Trouble may come from 
that source some day. ‘But present 
difficulties are concerned with dissat- 
isfaction among the “ redeemed.’* The 
people of Croatia-Slavonia, of Bosnia 
and of the Slovene provinces are the 
kinsmen for whosé. redemption Serbia 
experienced the horrors of the World 
War. The reunited kinsmen seem 
now,,to put it mildly, a bit awkward in 
getting to know one another. During 
the electoral campaign voices -were 


“heard in the redeemed provinces say- 


ing, “ We were better off under 
Austria.’’ 

It is in the nature of things for 
redeemed nations to let the memory of 
ancient oppressions fade in thinking of 
present claims. The Slovenes may 
haye.been well off under the mild rule 
of Austria, but the people of Croatia- 
Slavonia certainly have no reason to 


‘regret their late ‘Hungarian mastérs: 


In Poland the former Austrian Galicia, 
embrating the “ancient capital — of 
Cracow, is inclined to look down from 
its. niger; culture upon fo mer Rus- 





In Yugoslavia the problem is made 
more difficult by a division along geo- 
graphical lines. Original Serbia is 
centralist, the new provinces ‘are au, 
tonomist. To the Belgrade politicians 
centralization may present itself as 


the only effective means of safeguard- 


ing the new kibgdom against a threat 
from the outside. The immediate solu- 
tion in Yugoslavia may be the retire- 
ment from the scene of the old states- 
man” PasHITCH, around Whom too 
many animosities have gathered. 


FIFTEEN YEARS OF ‘SCOUTING. 

By taking the Boy Scout for 
granted, and his many excellent quali- 
tiés as a matter of course, the com- 
munity pays Scouting an unconscious 
but genuine compliment. The Boy 
Scout anniversary week has given 
additional significance to this’ public 
attitude. -It shows that the Boy 
Scout’s place in our national life has 
been earned in only fifteen years. 
Today this comparatively young move- 
ment has on its records 542,218 boys 
and 154,053 volunteer adult leaders, 
together forming 21,922 troops—a total 
membership of 696,271. 

A phrase used for years to describe 
the spirit animating Harrow School— 
*“‘strenuousness and sentiment ’’— 
might well be borrowed and applied to 
Scouting. “For the Scout program 
gives its boy adherents just that happy 
combination. , It gives them strenu- 
ousness- in its hikes, camping trips, 
woodcraft courses and kindred pur- 
suits; it supplies a wholesome senti- 
ment in its appeal to the boy’s patriot- 
ism; his sense of community responsi- 
bility which lies at the basis of the 
Scout “ good turn,’’ and to his social 
impulses in his relation "to that “‘or- 
ganized gang ’’—his troop. ~ 

The slogan chosen for the anniver- 
sary week, “ Once a Scout, Always a 
Scout,” indicates the aim of the Scout 
movement to retain in its membership 
‘the older boys. and young men who 
have passed the Boy Scout age. It is 
to these former Scouts that the move- 
ment looks primarily when it appeals 
for adult volunteers to act as Scout- 
masters. This seems logical and fair. 
Young men who have benefited 
through Scouting in boyhood may well 
be expected to make a useful return 
in volunteer service. With this idea 
in the minds of each succeeding gen- 
eration, the movement should solve 
the greatest problem which now con- 
‘fronts it—the obtaining of adéquate 
adult leadership. : 

While the occasion of this fifteenth 
birthday—the age of the average Boy 
Scout—would seem a fitting occasion 
for words of praise in behalf of Scout- 
ing, the attitude of the general public 
previously mentioned makes any such 
eulogy unnecessary.. For fifteen years 
Scouting has spoken effectively for 
itself, with the eloquerice of deeds 
rather than words. 
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CENSORS AND CENSORS. 

If Mayor Carrs. of Cincinnati keeps 
his promise of appointing a committee 
of intelligent citizens to act as censors 
of plays, Broadway will follow the ex- 
periment with keen interest. The idea 
was urged here of late, but failed to 
be adopted. We still place reliance 
upon policemen of the vice squad, or, 
at a pinch, upon “qualified members 
of the Police Department ’”’ such as 
Commissioner ENRIGHT sent out last 
night. In any case 
rendered by a petit jury.

Their de- 
fect is in knowledge of the world and 
of the drama. And in many or most 
cases they are not able to witness the 
play upon which they sit in judgment,

What I have 
to say relates not only to the French 
situation but also to the British situa- 
tion, which no longer is an issue be- 
cause the British debt has been funded. 
During the period of American partici- 
pation in the war American’ forces in 
both England and France had scope 
to purchase enormous supplies of ma- 
terials, munitions, &c., in ‘both those 
countries. This was at the time when 
both those countries .were purchasing 
supplies in the United States and piling 
up the large amount of I O U's which 
formed the basis of both those debts. 
There was ‘@ radical difference, how- 
ever, between American purchases in 
‘France and England and French and 
British purchases in the United States. 
For one thing, the American. Govern- 
ment proposed that American purchases 
in France and England should form the 
basis of I,O U's, similar to the method 
‘already adopted in the United States 
for French and British purchases. here. 
Then there would remain to be adjusted 
afterward merely the difference between 
American indebtedness in France and 
England respectively and French and 
British indebtedness here. ‘‘No, no,” 
said the British and French Govern- 
ments, in effect, ‘you pay cash.” So 
the United States paid cash; for enor- 
mous quantities of’ goods and issued 


enormous quantities of goods eee 
here, 

In all the talk which we vane heard 
advocating American release of European 
creditors from the indebtedness which 
they piled up there been no .sug- 
gestion of reciprocity in this matter with 
regard to the similar indebtedness for 
similar purposes which the United States 
purposed to pile up in these countries, 


asked to pay cash and for which the 
United States did pay cash. é 

Another thing in connection with these 
same purchases lies in the question of 
prices. In the United States the Gov- 
ernment had fixed arbitrary: prices for 
all sorts of war materials and other 
materials needed by our Government. 
These prices were far below commercial 
prices for the same goods, and the bene- 
fit of these low prices was extended 
without quibble to the French and Brit- 
ish authorities in making the purchases 
which formed the bases of their indebted- 
ness to us. , 

In France and England quite a dif- 
ferent attitude prevailed. The United 
States, for a time at least, was forced 
to purchase at exorbitant prices asked 
by the dealers there, who hoped to make 
large profits out of the rich transatlantic 
nation, Only after vigorous protest and 
the threat of drastic action on the part 
of American. procurement officers was 
the American Government able to ob- 
tain in France and England prices at all 
commensurate with those paid by the 
French and British Governments in their 
own countries. Even then this condi- 
tion came about only gradually, as one 
after ariother of the would-be: profiteers 
was pried away from his expected large 
profits.. In some cases this result was 
achieved only by the threat of with- 
drawing in the United States from the 
French and British Governments the 
privilege which they had been enjoying 
of purchasing at the same prices as the 
American Governmént was paying. 

In particular, there were some fea- 
tures of the whole situation which 
caused great annoyance in the United 
States. Especially: was the iron and 
steel industry hard’ hit, by the difference 
in the method of handling matters in the 
two countries, The United States Gov- 
ernment practically took possession of 
the iron and steel industry here—not 
physically, but by means of controls of 
various sorts, including priority orders, 
&c., which made it virtually impossible 
for the American steel industry to main- 
tain what had been a good export busi- 
ness to South America and other neutral 
markets. In England, where the slogan 
had been “Business as Usual,’’ great ef- 
forts were made by the steel companies 
to retain their neutral markets, and in 
this they were aided by the Government. 

Consequently, through the combination 
of these two sets of circumstances, 
American steel manufacturers were ship-/ 
ping great quantities of semi-finished 
steel to England on priority orders, and 
these quantities of steel. sent to Eng- 
land released English steel-making ca- 
pacity to that same extent for the fur- 
therance and extension of their partici- 
pation in foreign markets. There was 
nt in the United States. at 
this sort of, double-dealing, but it had 
no effect. ;

Dr. Buchanan-and Dr. Gantz, with 
the unanimous support of their church 
officers, decided not to take part in 
the revival, saying that the Presbytery 
is “saturated with Modernism” and 
that there is little, if any, fertile ground 
into which to sow gospel truths. | 
They wrote to the Rev. Dr. A. Edwin | 
Keigwin, pastor of the West End 
Church, Chairman of the Committee on 
Evangelism of the Presbytery, that their 
churches feared to participate, inasmuch

are engaged in a vigorous controversy 
over the authorship of a picture of a 
bald-headed old man acquired recently 
by an antiquarian at Nancy and at- 
tributed to Rembrandt. Ajthough the 
canvas contains a signature in three let- 
ters, ‘“‘Rem and measures 65 by 53 
inches, thus corresponding to the di- 
mensions of most of Rembrandt’s work, 
fully half the art experts who have seen 
the ager ade deny it to be a Rembrandt. 
The other half are inclined to attribute 
it to Rembrandt or to 7 of his pupils. 
The attitude of the Louvre non- 
committal, the Museum officials being 
inclined ‘to ask .the’ price. at which it 
could buy it before passing judgment.

Bishop Shipman made the following 
announcement of plans for the remain- 
der of the drive:

*“People have .accepted the slogan ‘A 
House of 7 for All People’ in good 
faith. But they are beginning to ask 
questions. What does it mean? Does it 
mean simply that any one, of whatever 
creed or race, may enter the cathedral 
services-for prayer? But this, obviously, 
would mean nothing, since that privilege 
is granted by every parish church of 
every denomination. It must mean more 
than this; the public has taken it for 
pbs pee that it does mean more. But 
ust what? 

“Mr. Rockefeller, in making his gift, 
raised the same question that was raised 
last week by The Churcnman. He asked 
whether, at some time, representatives 
of other churches than the. Episcopal 
might not have a part in the control 
of the cathedral. In reply Bishop 
Manning wrote: 
- ‘* *The time has, however, not yet ar- 
rived when the different churches can 
function. in one organization, and any 
attempt prematurely to force such an 
arrangement would retard the cause of 
unity rather than aid it.’ 

“But we wonder whether the people 
of New York find themselves in accord 
with this position? The cathedral is 
already in operation. Mr. Rockefeller 
remarks: 
** ‘Since a large majority of the funds 
which have already gone into the. ca- 
thedral and are being currently con- 
tributed have come from members of 
other churches, it would seem but fit- 
ting that this large, friendly, outside 
interest should be represented on. the 
Board of Trustees.” , ‘ 

“In a letter to Mr. Rockefeller on 
Oct. 16, 1924, Bishop Manning spoke of 


rallying point for the “forces of Protes- 
tant Christianity.’ Do the Jews and 
Roman Catholics, who haye contributed 
te the cathedral, understand this?

ASSAILS ASSEMBLY MOVE 


Suggestion of Speaker That Powers 
' Be Cut Brings Defense of 
State Body’s Policy. 


Defending: the. right. to appropriate 
land for park purposes, the State Coun- 
cil of Parks announced yesterday that 
if shorn of that power, and restricted 
only’ to, the slow process of- condemna-~ 
tion, it would be at the mercy of land 
speculators and individuals opposed to 
the development of State parks. 

The announcement, made-by Henry F. 
Lutz, Executive Secretary of the coun- 
cil, followed the suggestion. of Speaker 
McGinnies of the Assembly, that in his 
belief the council’s right of appropria- 
tion might be taken away, except in 
so far as it might relate to lands in 
the forest reserve. 

The council itself is composed of the 
Regional Park Commissions in the State. 
One of them is the Long Island State 
Park Commission,. whose appropriation 
of the old Taylor estate was attacked 
the other day in a hearing before the 
Senate and Assembly Finance Com- 
poittees in Albany, to which wealthy 


|‘residents of Islip carried the complaint 


they have made in the. courts. - 

*“‘The impression has been given,’’ Mr... 
Lutz said, “‘that we are throwing peo- 
ple out of their homes at the point of 
the bayonet. That charge has actually 
been made and there is nothing further 
from the truth.. In the old Taylor 
estate appropriation no one was put out 
of his home and the two State troopers 
who are watching the property do not 
have bayonets, 

“The power of appropriation is very 
necessary for park development, for we 
censtantly meet with. ‘opposition, and 
-even trickery is occasionally resorted to. 
At Montauk the entire peninsula of 11,- 
000 acres, one of the- finest pieces of 
scenery in this country and an ideal 
location for a park, was about to be 
sold to a real estate developer with 
large means. Many petitions were pre- 
sented to the Long Island .Commission 
to act before it. was too late.” And in 
this case as in other cases the commis- 
sion was forced to act to forestall pri- 
vate developments. 

“The facts in that case are interesting. 
The real estate developer who took the 
option on the whole of Montauk had 


back of him some $8,000,000. That man 
was Carl Fisher, who developed most 
of Miami, and he had the backing of a 
numer of millionaires. He is the kind 
of promoter who can begin work on an 
enormous scale in a short time. Had 
the commission not had the right of 
entry and appropriation he could have 
gone ahead with”"his development in such 
@ manner and on such a scale. that 
sufficient money never would have. been 
available to acguire it. . 

“The commission sought an agreement 
with Mr. Fisher, but it could not agree 
with him on price. Finally it’ appro- 
priated 1,800 of the 11, acres and 
the sum set aside by the commission to 
meet what it believes would be a fair 
award is a_ good deal less than Mr. 
Fisher would ask. 

‘“‘At’ Lloyd Neck there’ were some 

twenty acres back. of a lighthouse that 
had been given to the State py the 
Federal Government. It belonged to the 
Jones estate. That is the same estate 
that asked the Roosevelt Memorial As- 
sociation for $500,000 for some thirty 
acres of land at Oyster Bay, and it is 
interesting to note that even an asso- 
ciation of that type had to have the 
4 ge of condemnation to get the land 
at a .

There a 
property, unoccupied except’ for the 
caretakers, had been on the market for 
seventeen years. We negotiated with 
the heirs. When that became known 
members of a near-by golf club stepped 
in. They id no more cash than we 
were willing to my. but immediately 
trebled. the price. e State could do 
nothing but exercise through the com- 
~mission the power of jentry and appro- 
priation. ‘ 

“The statement that we have thrown 
people ‘out of their houses is not the 
fact.’ ._Without the right of entry and 
appropriation this -park program on 
Long Island would have been frustrated. 
Thé condemnation law is entirely un- 
workable for park purposes because title 
does not vest immediately and the pro- 
condines are bound to drag on intermi- 
nably. : 

*‘Condemnation for State parks under 
the present law would be a joke. It 
would not stop the destruction of tim- 
ber, the vesting of title might be years 
off and the costs simply staggering. To 
restrict the park commissions to that 
and to take away from them the power 
of appropriation would place them at 
the mercy of land speculators and_indi- 
viduals opposed to parks for the public.”’

ALBANY, Feb. 13.—Governor Smith in 
a statement issued today, attacked Lieut. 
Gov. Lowman for statements the latter 
made last night while speaking at the 
annual Lincoln Day dinner of the Al- 
bany County Republican Organization. 
Mr. Lowman’s reference to ‘‘Democratic 
extravagance in\ government” particu- 
larly aroused the Governor.

Jahn A. Ochs of Jamaica, employed as 
an accountant in Commissioner Wirsh- 
field’s. office, declared that fifty-seven 
truckloads .of snow. were actually 
dumped in the Brownsville district of 
Brooklyn on Jan. 29, whereas the check- 
up returned by the policeman showed 
seventy-seven loads thus disposed of. 

Ochs was- detailed from the office of 
the Commissioner of Accounts to make 
a check-up. of the number of loads 
dumped during given hours by various 
gangs working under subcontractors. 
Ochs said that although the dumping 
gang is supposed not to work during 
the lunch hour_of 12-to 1 P. M., the 
record mad¢. by the police officer as- 
signed to checking. duty at the spot 
credited each of the trucks with dump- 
ing during the lunch hour. 

The check-up, Ochs said, only listed 
one dumping place for the day’s opera- 
tion, although there were six. The wit- 
ness told Deputy Commissioner. of Ac- 
counts Edward ,F. Bennett, who as- 
sisted Commissioner Hirshfield, that 
much time was lost by the three crews 


in moving from-:ore dumping spot to 
another. ropes 

Mr. Bennett produced three time cards 
for the day's’ work,of the three dumping 
crews which worked: in the vicinity of 
Stone- and Belmont Avenues in Brook- 
lymsThese cards @Ye*supposed to bear 
a* punch hole for every load of snow 
dumped by each truck during the day. 
The piinch is made by the dumping fore- 
man. Placing each of the three cards 
one on top of another, Mr. Bennett held 
them to the light, with the result that 
the three cards appeared to have 
punched simultaneousiy. Several wit- 
nesses employed on:the dumping crews 
under investigation, however, denied 
that the cards’ were punched simul- 
taneously, or that there was collusion 
between the subcontractor and the 
dumping and loading foremen.

Commissioner of Accounts David 
Hirshfield continued yesterday his inves-_ 
tigation into the affairs of the De- 
partment of Corrections under the juris- 
diction of Commissioner Frederick A. 
Wallis, whom Mr. Hirssfield already 
has Charged with gross incompetency 
and whose removal from office he will 
recommend in a report which he has in 
preparation for Mayor Hylan. 

In connection with the escape of three 
prisoners, one of them accused in an- 
other State of homicide, who decamped 
from the Penitentiary on Welfare 
Island on Jan. 19 last, Commissioner 
Hishfield said in an earlier stage of the 
inquiry that there had .been fifty-eight 
such escapes during the two-years” in- 
eumbency of Commissionr Wallis and 
that there ‘might not be so many if the 
Commissioner attended to the business 
of his department instead of going about 
the country ‘‘Idcturing about narcotics 
and other ‘subjects which he knows 
nothing about.”’ 

Franklin Brooks; a. lawyer of 511 
Fifth Avenue, was the only witness 
examined, yesterday. In placing Mr. 
Brooks on the stand, Mr. Hirshfield ex- 
plained: 

“I have called you simply to substan- 
tiate rumors that I had heard. As an 
official I am not interested in Wallis’s 


rticular code -of ethics. or whether he 
s the type of official who accepts re- 
muneration for things which should be 
done without pay. What I am inter- 
ested in is why Wallis. does not pay 
more attention to his duties as Commis- 
sioner of Corrections and why prisoners 
walk off Welfare Island as they please.”’ 

Mr. Brooks testified that he had met 
Commissioner Wallis only once,’ but that 
he had telephoned to a boo 
the White Entertainment Bureau in the 
Aeolian Building, 35’ West.

KRUTTSCHNITT FINDS 
BUSINESS IMPROVING 


Says Conditions Along Southern 

Pacific. Lines Have Been Sent 

‘Forward by Heavy Rains. 

Business conditions along the Southern 
Pacific Railroad lines are much better 
now than six weeks ago, according jo 
Julius Kruttschnitt, Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, who has just re- 
turned from a tour of the lines. Rains 
haye removed all danger of a drought 
like that which affected traffic in 1924. 
Not only are conditions in California 
favorable but there is every indication 
of a banner crop east of El Paso. 

Mr. Kruttschnitt reported progress on 
four lar construction projects. On 
the new Phoenix line, eighteen miles of 
the grading has been completed and 
eight miles of track laid. On the 
Natron cut-off forty-two miles of track 
have been laid and the work on some 
of the tunnels has proceeded despite 
Winter weather. The work on the Mex- 


ican lines is 50 per cent. completed and 
the first trains should be operated over 


half of 1926. The two-mile tunnel 
through the Sierras Nevadas should be 
completed this Summer in time to han- 
dle Fall traffic on the double track. 
The Southern Pacific, he said, was not 
ready to give out figures on its equip- 
ment bill, but was prepared to spend a 
large sum. The expenditures will not 
be as great as in 1924, however.

Heavy selling of French francs, which 
came mainly from Paris, Berlin and 
Amsterdam sources and resulted in a de- 
cline of 12 points to 5.34% cents, lowest 
sincé Nov. 20 last, was the outstanding 
feature of the foreign exchange market 
Dealers attributed the de- 
cline to the tension which had sprung up 


tin the French Chamber over war pen-

English debt. ‘It was also intimated that 
the break might possibly be a recurrence 
of the same sort of speculative tactics 
employed about a year ago when the 
Poincaré Ministry was discussing the 
tax prosopals.

Iron Pipe stock continued yesterday and 
there was a difference’of 23 points be- 
tween the day's high and low.

Hornblower & W brokers, of 42 
Broadway, issued-a flatement to cus- 
tomers about the situation, laying the 
gyrations to the small floating supply. 
The house expressed the opjnion that 
the advance had not been due to finan- 
cial jugglery. The statement said: 

“The most elementary knowledge of 
arithmetic will demonstrate that if there 
are only 120,000 shares of stock in 
existence, and one man holds at all 
times from 40,000 to 60,000 shares, and 
four houses hold an additional 40,000 
shares, even though this stock is always 
freely loaned and henee in supply, there 
must be a sensational advance in, it 
whenever fresh buyjng enters the mar- 
ket, ‘as it. did ‘following the publication 
of earnings for 1924. 

“‘After the official secltndinaty figures 
were published powerful banking initer- 
ests began to realize that Pipe was very 
much undervalued on its earnings and 

ught stock with the idea of holding 
it for very much higher. prices. Thejr 
purchases aggravated an already acute 
situation, so that. when speculative buy- 
ers, attracted by the advance to 200, 
started buying the stock there was none 
to be had. Of course, the investment 
purchasers did not follow the stock up, 
and when profit-taking started there 
was.a natural collapse. 

“There has been -no squeezing of 
shorts, no private settlement and no col- 
lapse of a pool. We doubt if there ever 
was-a pool in Pipe. Short sellers al- 
ways bring about their own embarrass- 
ment. W. C. Durant has never been 
nterested in them and has never be- 
ieved that there has been much of a 
short interest. He simply believes that 
United States Cast Iron Pipe is worth 
more than it has-ever sold for and con- 
tinues to hold his stock in that belief. 

‘On Wednesday, when he was sup- 
posed to have made a private settlement 
with shorts, he was on his way to.

Dr. Kammerer said that he fdund the 
chief opposition to the return’ to the 
gold standard in South Africa was 
from the banks, and that it was a 
question whether South Africa should 
tie up with the pound sterling or with 
gold, and the Government wisely chose 
the latter course.

DENY DANGER TO FORESTS. 


Spokesman Declares That Only 10 
Per! Cent. of the Dominion’s 
‘Timber Is Involved. 


Special to Thé New York Times. 
TORONTO, Ont, Feb. 18.—In an ef- 
fort to combat. Canadian paper makers 
who.are pressing the Government to 
Ana the export of pulp -wood from 

a Canadian Pulp Wood Asso- 
ciation has been formed. It includes 
owners of marketable pulp: wood and 
others who for various reasons oppose 
the embargo. 

Ralph P. Bell, Halifax, Vice Presi- 
dent, who is in the city today, issued 
a” statement on the subject, of which 
the following is a summary: 

Statistics that have been generally ac- 
cepted by both sides as being approxi- 
mately correct show that of the total 
timber area In the Dominion 85 per 
cent. is owned or controlled by various 
Governments. This leaves but 15_per 
cent.\ of the total forest area of the 
coun’ to which such an embargo 
could apply. 

A careful survey of the field’ justifies 
the estimate that of this 15 per cent. of 
the freehold forest area of the country 
at least one-third is owned by Canadian 
pulp and paper and other wood-using in- 
dustries that will require the wood for’ 
use in their own plants, thus eliminating 
from consideration in the matter of ex- 
port a further 5 per cent of the whole. 

The net result, therefore, is that the 
suggested embargo could apply to but 
approximately 10 per cent. of the total 
forest area of Canada.
